Shipping  authorities  in  Oreat  Britain  are  con- 
cerned about  a  shortage  of  tonnage  under  the 
BritUh  flag,  and  it  Is  pointed  out  that  in  1914 

the  shIpptnK  owned  in  the  Untttd  Kingdom  ex- 
ceeded by  nearly  2.000,000  tons  psis  .Ibe  cor- 
responding volume  owned  today,  to  the  Oreat 
War,  in  1917.  Great  Britain  was  brought  close  to 
starvation,  and  at  one  time  the  stocks  of  food 
there  were  within  three  weeks  of  normal  con- 
sumption. Great  Britain,  too,  loat  7,000.000  tons 
of  .shipping  In  that  war. 

The  new  president  of  the  Chamber  of  Ship- 
ping. Sir  Richard  Holt,  sajra  that  the  shrinkage 
of  world  trade  in  recent  years  cannot  account 
for  the  reduction  in  the  shipping  of  the  United 
Kingdom  because  foreign-owned  tonnage  has 
Increased  from  28,000,000  to  44,700,000  tons  In 
view  of  the  fact  that  ocean  communications  and 
the  taellltlea  to  secure  fobdstuflfs  are  essential 
to  the  life  of  the  United  Kingdom  in  both  peace 
and  war.  tim  urges  consideration  by  the  Empire 

mer- 
cantile marine  If.'*  mainter.ance,  on  a  .scale 
designed  to  meet  any  emergency,  be  considers 
vttal  to  tha  holding  together  of  the  Empire.

The .  action  of  this  bulk  of  raw 
apple  on  the  hnlng  of  the  inti  .stine 
ia  soothing  (and,  for  the  time  being, 
actually  constipating),  even  to  the 
highly  Inflamed  and  Irritated  Intes- 
tine of  young  infants  suffering  with 
.severe  dysentery.  This  la  surprUlng 
because  we  think  of  anything  raw 
or  rough  as  likely  to  scratch  or  Irri- 
tate the  lining  of  the  intestine  This 
would  seem  to  show  that  It  Is  the 
bulk  or  blgneaa  of  the  material  In 
the  bowel  that  atlmulataa  boval  ae- 
lion.  . 

There  are  definite  rulaa  that 
miLst  be  followed  If  best  re- 
sults are  to  be  obtained.  The  apples 
iiiu.st  be  eaten  on  an  empty  stom- 
ach, they  must  be  finely  chewed, 
ttiey  must  have  sufficient  time  to 
leave  the  stomach  before  being 
mixed  with  other  foods.  Foods  rich 
In  protelds  (meat,  eggs,  fish,  oere- 
alM  .seriously  lessen  the  effect  of 
the  apple,  and  In  seriously  acute 
cases  will  completely  stop  the  good 
effects  expected.  Heat  jicooklng) 
ilkewlae  prevehu  the  full  effecta  of 

the  apples. 

Or.  Blttner  bcUevea  that  the  apple 
pulp  absorbs  the  poison  manufac- 
tured bv  harmful  organisms  This 
means  lliat  the  intestine  does  not 
or  Will  not  have  to  absorb  these  poi- 
sons Into  the  bloodstream.  The 
blood,  freed  from  having  to  fight 
the.se  poisons  which  the  raw  apple 
pulp  has  absorbed,  is  thus  able  to 
fight  the  organi.sms  themselves. 

Dr.  Blttner's  Suggestion,  as  given 
In  his  previous  article,  was  simply  to 
peel  and  core  two  or  three  raw 
applea,  give  them. one  or  twxr 
days,  little  or  na-«ther  food  being 
gi-.en  for  the  day  or  two  of  the 
treatment.

As 
well  as  this,  which  one  may  take  to  be  the

The  bell,  as  It  may  seem  today,  Is  In 
vrrv  good  condition,  largely  due  to  l^e 
excellent  care  it  has  been  given  by  the 
SIstera  of  the  Academy.

Brigadier-Oer^eral  Hughes,  it  was  thor- 
oughly, cleaned  by  members  uf^the  sj^ff. 
Then,  at  Christmas  time,  19l2,  It  was  de- 
cided to  have  the  bell  hung  on  a  hangar 
and  presented  as  a  surprise  gift  to  Mother 
'  Leopoldlne.  ~  M.-  McDonald,  of  651  Lang- 
lord  Street,  two  of  who.se  daughters  were 
at  that  time  enrolled  at  the  Academy,  was 
asked'  to  make  the  hangar,  taking  care 
that  no  we)rd  oX  the  .scheme  reached  the 
Mother  Pruvu>clal.    An  acquaintance  of 
Mr.  McDonald's,  who  has  been  a  bell 
ringer  In  his  younger  days  m  E:urope,  saw 
the  bell  and  was  able  to  determine  that  it 
was  of  excellent  quality,  with  an  unusually 
high  percentage  of  .silver  m  it:>  make-up. 
He  recommended,  for  the  purpose  of  bring- 
ing out  the  pure  notes  of  which  the  bell 
was  capable,  the  addition  of  a  striker  of 
maple  to  replace  the  missing  tongue.  Ac-< 
coi'dlngly,  Mr.  McDonald  made  a  small 
striker  of  Canadian  hard  maple,  as  well  as 
the  aforementioned  hangar  fashioned  out 
of  old  automobile  parts.    With  Its  new 
fixtures  the  bell  made  a  ii:u(  ii  appreciated 
gift  for  Rev.  Mother  Leopoldlne.    It  was 


hung,  as  was  stated  at  the  outset,  In  one 
of  the  corridors  of  the  AeadSmy. 

There  is  one  more  thing  about  the  Con- 
vent Bell  that  should  not  be  left  unsaid. 
In  1936,  six  years  before  the  bell  was  hung 
in  8t.<Ann'S,  Rev.  Mother  Leopuldme  made 
'  a  trip  to  Europe.    While  she  w  as  in  Rome 
she  visited  a  small  but  famous  Benedictine 
convent.    She  was  greatly  taken  with  the 
convent  artist,  who.  she  learned,  had  been 
a  young  French  countess  before  entering 
the  convent.    Mnther  Lenpdldme  had  the 
young  artist  do  a  small  engraving  for  her, 
as  a  background  fot  a  souvenir  card  the 
intended  to  use  in  connect mn  with  the 
fiftieth  anniversary  of  her  religious  pro- 
fession.   On  the  receipt  of  the  bell  at  St. 
Ann's  Academy,  It  wa.»  found  that  the 
name  of  the  original  donors,  Hemptinne. 
was  the  same  as  that  of  the  young  Bene- 
dictine artl.st  who  had  done  the  engravure. 
Further  inquiry  established  the  fact  that 
the  artist  was  the'daughted  of  the  Hemp-, 
tlnnes  who  had  presented  the  bell  to  the 
Vermoieele  Convent.

dance has  had  the  ef- 
fect of  '  causing  them 
to  be  less  eagerly 
sought  than  in  the 
case  of  commemora- 
tive! Issues  of  other 
n ak  1  0 n s.  Acordlng  to 
Unitejl  States  PpstoflBce  Department- rec- 
ords the  Columbian  I  series  of  1893  were 
the  first  stamps  tol  be  issued  as  com^- 
memoratlves  by  th^  republic.  Techni- 
cally, of  course,  this  is  correct,  but  prior 
to  that  time  there  were  memorial  stamps 
issued  which  had  a  bearing  upon  some 
of  the  greatest  historical  incidents  in  the 
life  of  the  nation.

THANKS  to  the  rain,  we  are  to  f^nd  to- 
day the  hillsides  answer  to  Scott's  de- 
•erlptlon  of  a  childhood  memory: 

"It  wa.s  a  lovely  scene  and  wild, 
Where  naked  cliffs  were  rudely  piled f"^

Lay  velvet  tufts  of  loveliest  green  " 

Scarcely  had  we  begun  our  upward  way 
when  we  come  upon  Just  such  a  spot.  It 

Is  a  little  draw  between  the  rocks,  watered 
by  one  of  those  oozings  from  the  hillside 
that  often  occur  In  the  least  expected 
plares  First  there  is  a  bit  of  woodland, 
and  there,  beneath  the  young  Douglas  firs, 
art  the  purplish  pink  flowers  of  the. 
prince's-plne  or  plpsl.s.sewa,  to  give  the 
plant  Its  Bngllsh  and  Indian  names,  bo- 
tanically  Chimaphlla  umbellata.  which 
may  be  literally  rr  ndered  "innbellate  Win- 
ter-lover." I  llnd  the  prlnce's-pine  so  lit- 
tle known  and  .so  well  worth  knowing  that 
I  may  give  it  .  ome  detailed  attention.  It 
Is  a  "Winter-lover "  or  evergreen,  and  the 
stems  which  bear  it.s  leaves  and  stems  are 
underground  horizontal  rootstocka.  The 
leaves  are  thick  and  bright  green,  n.irrow- 
Ing  slowly  from  the  base  to  near  the  apex, 
where  they  coma  quickly  to  a  little  sharp 
))nint.  Tlie  upper  or  otiter  half  ha.s  on 
t-ach  aide  about  eight  Iccth.  The  leaves 
are  so  placed  on  the  stem  that  although 
alternate  they  appear  to  be  In  whorls.  The 
flowers,  usually  from  four  to  eight,  are  on 
slender  stalks,  springing  from  the  apex  of 
the  stem  and  making  an  Innore.scence 
known  as  a  corymb  but  resembling  an  um-

Tlie  u.su.il 
habitat  of  the  prince's-plne  is  a  dry  hill-

,long  slope  above  what  used  to  be  called 
Beventeen  Mile  Post  on  the  E.  ti  N.  Rail- 
way, between  tht  lint  and  Wrlgletworth 
Lake. 

Flowers  of  Sandwort 

BUT  I  have  digresied  from  our  green 
.spdt  or  raMier  h.ive  tarried  at  its  en- 
trance. The  pure  white  flowers  of  sand- 
wort and  the  bright  yellow  ones  of  mlmu- 
lus  were  mixed  with  late-flowering  plants 
of  sea-blush*  wlxose  usual  bright  pink  was 
deeply  tinged  with  rose  In  the  molster 
places  the  mo.s.sy  St.  Johns-wort's  soft 
green  leaves  and  pale  yellow  flowers  com- " 
t>anloned  the  rushes  and  sedges.  Vivid 
patches  of  pearlworfs  mosslike  greenery 
and  the  violet  eyes  of  speedwell  brightened 
still  more  the  wet  slope  whefe  tlie  deer 
~  liBd  lift  ttii  double  imprettkmt  of  their 
delicate  feet.    . 

On  the  drier  grassy  slopes  and  terraces 
tht  woolly  sunflower  spread  Itf  silvery  pin- 
nate foliage  and  <  \!  I'.ited  Itt  golden  daLs^- 
like  flowtn.  The  briglit  violet  of  prunella, 
the  yellow  of  the  tall  wild  groundsel  and 
the  paler  yellow  of- the  Orc«on  potentllla 
were  scattered  freely  cvoryv,hf  :p  mid  oc- 
casionally the  sweet -scentrd  pmk  bella  of 
the  dogbane  with  Its  bright  green  leavea 
and  red  stems  were  met  with.  The  three- 
_  toothed  clover,  one  of  our  native  trifoliums, 
ycWh  Its  purple  and  white  flower  heads, 
also  had  Its  place  In  the  herbage  One 
could  hardly  fail  to  be  struck  with. the. 


It  look  more  like  a  fungus  at  a  fint  gltnet 
— tfwn  a  flowering  plant. 

..-We  contented  ourselves  with  the  summit 
of  a  mid-way  rocky  ridge,  from  which  we 

had  a  charming  view  of  the  country.  Tlie 
va(iiey  of  the  Sooke  lay  below  us  and 
eventually  lost  Itself  in  the  waters  of  Sooke 
Harbor  and  Basin.  All  about  us  stretched 
the  hillsides  with  their  cliffy  and  ridges, 
cut  by  what  are  called  In  the  Engtlah  Lake 
District  "raki  s  long  downward  sloping 
strips  of  ground  bounded,  by  rocks  and 
covered  with  vegetation.  In  the  distance 
to  the  southeast  we  saw  high  up  a  broad 
open  amphitheatre-like  recess  and  fur- 
ther off  still  a  horizontal  terrace  bordered 
by  forest. 

Fcmi  on  Display 

THIS  rockier  terrain,  up  which  we  have 
come.  Is  remarkable  for  Its  ferns,  of 
which  tliere  are  some  half  a  dozen  species. 


The  bira^e  orliracken,  which  in  the  lower 

parts  of  the  valley  grows  tall,  up  here  Is 
usually  quite  short,  lacking  as  it  does  the 
deep  fertile  soil  of  tht  lowlands.  The  com- 
mon polypody,  or  llcorlce-fern.  la  lest  eomi* 
mon  tlian  usual,  confining  itself  to  pro- 
tected corners  behind  fallen  roclu.  The 
tword-fem  of  the  exposed  hills  is  the  va- 
riety known  as  Polysllchum  munitum  va- 
riety Imbricans.  the  closely  foidrd.  Its 
stiff  and  rather  odd  fronds  make  interest- 
ing elvmpt  about  tht  batt  of  tht  cllffa  or 
out  on  the  screes.  The  golden-back  fern, 
Pltyrogramma  (formerly  Oymnogramma) 
triangularis.  Is  found  chiefly  high  up,  its 
roots  hidden  in  the  shaded  rock  crevices. 
We  met  with  scarcely  any  specimens  of  the 
parsley-fern,  Cryptogramma  acrostichol- 
dtt.  tht  southerly  aspect  being  too  warm 
and  sunny  for  It.  The  fern  par  excellence 
of  these  slopes  and  tlieir  cliffs  is  the  rliff- 


brakt  or  Indian's  Dreiun,  Chellantheraitt- 

quosa  I  formerly  Pallara  riensaV  I  know  no 
place  where  it  grows  so  plentifully  and  lux- 
uriously as  here.  Often  itt  dumps  resemble 
tomt  tpecles  of  heath  in  coloration  and 
tfiey  art  sometimes  nearly  a  foot  high.  Tlie 
cliff  brake  is  sometimes  mistaken  for  the 
parslcy-fern.  but  the  latter  has  two  di.s- 
tinct  types  of  frond,  the  sterile  with  com- 
paratively broad  leaflets,  the  fertile  with 
V(iy  narrow  oblonc;  oiks  The  cliff-brake, 
on  the  other  han^,  has  usually  all  Its 
fronds  fertile,  but  where  any  do  not  bear 
spores  their  form  Is  identical  with  that  of 
the  spore-bearing  ones,  except  that  the 
edges  of  the  latter  are  turned  over  bac  k- 
wards  to  form  an  Indusium  or  covering 
for  the  young  spores.  The  cliff -brake  is 
found  not  only  in  crevices  of  the  cliffs,  but 
even  more  frequently  and  more  luxuriantly 
imder  the  lee  of  fallen  blocks  or  in  tht 
broken  rock  or  scree.

GOING  farther  afield,  South  African 
Presbyterians,  Methodi.sts  and  Con- 
grcgationallsts  are  now  discu.ssing  a 
drafted  basis  of  union  in  their  various 
"church  courts.

ON  our  h)gh  ridge  wt  are  able  to  see  to 
advantage  the  rocks  of  which  this  val- 
ley and  its  sides  are  composed.  In  com- 
position they  are  basaltic,  but  in  form 
they' differ.  Thus  OUT  ridge  is  really  the 
outcrop  of  a  broad' dyke  formed  by  the 
lava  intruded  into  a  great  fissure  In  the 
older  rocks,  which  we  can  see  plainly  to  be 
pillow -lava,  that  curious  bolster-like  type 
so  well  displayed  over  a  great  area  of  the 
Metchosin  basalts  In  spite  of  lichens  and 
mosses  the  pillows  with  their  rudely  round- 
ed shapiM  are  easily  distinguishable,  ttpt- 
cially  from  the  dyke  with  Us  undifferen- 
tiated material  and  its  perpendicular  wails. 
In  many  placet  there  ia  also  developed  In 
the  ordinary  lava-rock  a  distinct  cleavage 
more  or  less  north  and  south  in  its  lines, 
and  this  naturally  afftett  tht  landscape. 
pioduciuK  cliffs  of  various  lieif-'lit.s.  On  the 
east  side  of  our  ridge  there  has  been  pro- 
duced in  this  way  a  very  pronounced  wair 
some  twenty  feet  liiph.  In  other  place.-^, 
as  we  shall  discov,ar  in  our  descent,  another 
cleavage  crosses  at  a  high  angle.  Tht  pil- 
lows, the  dykes  and  the  respective  cleav- 
ages which  give  ruggedness  and  character 
to  the  hills  are  also  responsible  In  part  fOr 
the  narrow  canyons  and  pot-holes  of  the 
river,  providing  as  they  have  done  the  main 
points  of  weakness  for  the  attack  of  the 
finwtpg  wtter  upon  its  rocky  '•hfnnti  wnd 
giving  its  present  bed  Its  wild  plcturttqut- 
ness  and  Its  prevailing  directions.  ^  

On  Grassy  Slopes 

WE  come  down  alonp  the  side  of  one  of 
the  great  rakes,  bordered  on  our  side 
-by  a  deep  perpendicular  wall.  The  grassy 
slopes  at  one  place  are  sprinkled  with  the 
flowers  of  the  common  wild  godetia,  a 
popular  name  for  which  in  some  places  Is 
'Farewell -to-Spring."  Botanlcally  it  is 
Oodetia  caurina.  Its  color  resembles  that 
of  tht  familiar  flreweed.  which  belongs  to 
the  same  family  as  do  also  the  clarkia  and 
the  evening-primrose.  We  descend  to  the 
rake  at  a  suitable  point,  passing  on  the  way 
a  deserted  q Sail's  nest  on  a  narrow  grassy 
ledge  Further  down  we  come  upon  a  tiny 
pond  in  Uie  midst  of  a  salal  thicket  and 
find  around  Its  edge  the  little  creeping  les- 
ser spearwort.  one  of  the  '  uttercups  fre- 
quenting the  margins  of  lakes  and  ponds. 
PlanU  get  by  their  familiarity  something 
of  the  character  of  old  acquaintances  and 
one  greets  Uiem  menially,  whether  it  be  a 
little  buttercup  by  a  pond  or  the  omnl- 
^  present  milfoil  in  the  high  mountains  it

Above  the  River 

A HUNDRED  feet  or  so  above  the  river 
wo  ramc  on  a  wide  ten  ate  Uiai  wemWfc 
.seem  to  have  been  made  when  the  land 
stood  lower  than  it  does  today.  It  bears 
lUtle  undergrowth  and  ita  surface  whert 
broken  shows  water-torn  material.  Higher 
up  some  pretty  grassy  slopes  of  small  size 
showed  a  variety  of  flowers  such  aa  the 
blue  and  white  brodelas,  two  species  of 
stonecrop,  the  common  Sedum  spathuU- 
foliunf  with  roundish  leaves,  and  Sedum 
stenopetalum  with  elongated  leaves,  round 
In  cro.s.s-spctlon.  Two  pretty  li'tle  mem- 
bers of  the  Phlox  family,  Gilia  lenella  and 
Ollla  htterophylla.  starred  the  grass  with 
their  tiny  pink  flowers.  The  poison  ca- 
msjBS,  or  Zygadenus  venenosus,  was  still  In 
full  flower  and  the  leaves  of  young  tr>- 
thronlums  were  quite  plentiful  near  the 
rocks.  There  were  even  a  few  flowers  of 
blue-eyed-Mary  left  in  places.  These  flow- 
ery places  were  distinguished  by  numbers 
M»of-lu4^flles  of  various  species,  including 
the  two  swallowtails,  tortlse-shells.  and 
fritUlaries. 

Near  the  V^^  we  rested  for  a  few  min- 
utes by  a  pool,  where  again  we  saw  the 
lesser  tpearwort.  We  found  the  rocks  on 
which  we  were  seated  were  agglomerates, 
or  fragmcntai  basalts,  the  evidence  of  vio- 
lent explosive  action  during  tht  period  of 
volcaiilc  eruption  It  was  not  po.sslb!e 
«ith  the  time  at  our  disposal  to  trace  them 
very  far.  We  pushed  on  across  tht  bare 
summit  to  the  hlsh'-M  point,  a  rough  and 
rudely  pyramidal  mass  of  basalt.  From 
it  we  enjoyed  a  most  Interesting  view.  To 
the  south  we  icK.k'd  iir  the  valley  be- 
tween Bluff  Mountain  and  lt«  neighbor 
to  the  east,  the  valley  in  wliicli-lies  cop-- 
cealed  a  small  lake.  We  could  s<  e  the  j^reat 
cliffs  of  Bluff  Mountain  a  little. over  a 
mile  distant,  and  then  be\nii,i  we  looked 
out  on  the  strait  of  Juan  de  Fura  and  the 
Western  Olympics  To  the  east  In  the  di- 
rection from  wliich  we  hadl  come  we  saw 
tht  wild  highlands  betweeji  Sooke  River 
and  the  Oold.stiream  uplajd.s.  with  Em- 
press, Ragged  and  Shepherd  Mountains  on 
the  skyline.  To/ the  north  ve  saw  the  up- 
per valley  of  the  .Sor^ke  and  the  1  ■  ' 
Jack  Mountain.!  Overhead  4in  eagle  passed 
and  from  the  trees  below  us  In  the  west- 
ward valley  came  strange  bird  calls  that 
puzzled  me.  We  saw  several  Juncoes  on 
JUKI  about  the  summit.  Their  nesting- 
places  are  high  up  In  the  hill  .  Even  on 
\h\n  expn.sed  place  the  butterflies  came 
fluttering  by  and  occasionally  one  settled 
for  a  ftw  momenta.

FORTUNATELY  it  wa*  possible  to  carry 
tha  Iseae  to  the  Houke  of  Lords.  The 

House  of  Lords  Is  the  final  tribunal  for 
British  subJecU  in  this  country.  They 
cannot  carry  their  cases  to  the  foot  of  the 
Throne.  That  privilege  Is  re.served  for  the 
Kings  subjects  In  other  parU  of  the 

"  Empire. 

Not  tiiat  it  makes  much  difference.  The 
House  of  Lords  remits  appeals  to  a  com- 
mittee of  law  lords,  the  most  eminent 
judges  in  the  land,  and  the  KinR  refers 
petitions  from  overseas  to  the  Judicial 
Committee  of  the  PHry  OMincil  which. 
In  practice,  means  the  same  Judges  with 
the  possible  addition  of  several  from  the 
Dominions  who  sit  from  time  to  time. 

It  is.  however,  anomalous  that  there 
Should  not  be  a  single  court  of  last  resort 

"  for  the  who*  Bmplre.  Time  was  when 
residents  of  England  could  demand  jus- 
tice from  the  IClng.  The  Kings  Justice, 
however,  was  not  always  lustlce  from  the 
point  of  view  of  hi.s  subjects.  John's 
barons  made  themselves  the  final  Judges 
when  they  forced  the  Sovereign  to  sign 
^ajwM  Carta.  Hence  appeals  to  the  House 
of  Lords.  But  when,  in  the  seventeenth 
century,  courts  were  set  up  in  the  plan- 
tations over.seas  it  was  ordained  that  an 
aggrieved  subject  .might  go.  not  to  the 
House  of  Lords,  but  to  the  foot  of  the 

Throne.

That  Great  Britain,  of  all  countries, 
should  at  thU  time  of  day  oppose  a  tgtly- 
hour  week,  a  measure  already  put  In  force 
m  Prance  and  one  urged  as  necessary  to 
counterbalance  the  reduction  of  the  de- 
mand for  workers  con.sequent  on  the  rapid 
Uicrease  in  the  use  of  labor-saving  ma- 
chinery, Is.  at  first  sight,  surprising.

Mr.  Ernest  Brown,  the  Minister  ol 
Labor,  who  has  Just  retumied  from 
-Geneva,  where  he  had  fought  strenuou.sly 
against  the  forty-hour  convention,  had, 
however,  a  remarkably  good  defence. 

The  present  draft  convention,  he  told 
the  Hou.se  of  Commons,  contained  a  pro- 
vision that  a  forty-hour  week  might  be 
operated  by  "aviBraglng." 

Under  that  provision  it  was  pos.slble  for 
a  country  to  have  twenty  weeks  of  sixty 
hours,  twenty  wwks  of  fofty  hours  and 
twelve  weeks  of  no  employment  at  all. 

The  Government  could  not  agree  to 
that,  said  Mr.  Brown,  "and  I  do  not  think 
any  Joint  council  of  anyw  iWff  induftrtes 
would  agree  to  it."

Safeguard  Against  SoMring 


THE  time  of  the  year  Is  nnw  at  hand 
when  high  tempertturei  will  prevail 
and  souring  of  milk  and  cream  will 
be  a  rather  common  occurrence  where 
proper  care  la  not  taken  with  cooilnf  fa- 
cllltlea.  It  U  common  knowledf* 
"cream  and  mi.K  s^iu  ih.k  h  more  rapidly 
during  periods  ul  higli  temperatures  than 
during  the  cooler  month*  of  the  year,  but 
Jl  may  not  be  such  common  knowledge 
that  the  cauae  pf  tbl*  U  the  rapid  Increase 
In  bacterlaUgtowtk^ue  to  tha  InercM* 
Jn  U  inprralurt'.s 

.  When  milk  U.Iirst  drawn  from  Hit  cow  s 
udder  It  eontaiha  vary  few  bacUrla.  hai 
durlHK  the  milking  process  bacteria  en- 
ters the  milk  from  the  air.  from  the  dirt 
which  falla  from  tha  ■Kliw  of  tha  flanks 
of  the  cow,  and  In  some  cases  from  the 
milking  utensils,  particularly  If  these 
have  not  been  (horoufhly  aterlllzed. 

Aa  milk  has  a  temperature  of  approxl- 
mataly  wo  degrees  when  drawn  from  the 
COW.  It  proyldaa  a  flrat-class  medium  for 
the  growth  of  bacteria,  and  unless  It  la 
rapidly  cooled  to  a  temperature  of  be- 
tween 40  and  50  degrees  the  growth  of 
bac  teria  will  be  very  rapid  and  iourlng 
Will  take  place  within  relatively  few  hours. 
Aa  an  example,  It  may  be  noted  that  tests 
conducted  with  milk  produced  under 
highly  satisfactory  conditions  of  " 
nam  remained  sweet  for  only  thlrty-.slx 
hours  at  100  degrees  F..  sixty  hours  at 
75  degrees.  180  liours  ai  M  degreu.  and

39«  hours  at  40  degrees.   This  Indicates 

very  clearly  the  necessity  of  keeping  the 
milk  or  cream  cool  If  It  is  to  be  kept  sweet 
for  any  length  of  time,  and  also  shows 
ihe  possibilities  of  mali^talnlng  high  qual- 
ity In  dairy  products  wth  proper  etre. 

Do  UQmckUf 

ONE  point  In  regard  to  the  cooling  of 
milk  or  cream  which  Is  often  over- 
looked Is  the  necessity  ot-JbrlnginK  It  to 
the  required  tempeiature  as  quickly  as 
possible  after  It  is  drawn  Ifrom  the  cow. 

In  order  to  accomplish  this,  rapid  cool- 
ing must  take  place  Immediately  after 
milking  and  for  this  purpose  cold  water 
li  much  more  satisfactory  than  air  of  the 
same  temperature.  Water  Is  a  much  bet- 
ter conductor  ol  heat  than  air,  and*  while 
aa  ice  well  or  ice  house  may  be  a  satis- 
factory .storaRe  place  for  milk  or  cream, 
neither  one  is  efficient  for  quick  cooling. 
The  simplest  method  of  rapid  cooling  m 
to  place  the  cans  containing  milk  or 
cream  Into  a  tank  of  ^old  water,  about 
4S  degreea  P.,  with  about  four  gallons  of 
water  allowed  for  each  gallon  ol  milk  or 
cream  to  be  cooled. 

A  cooling  tank  can  be  cheaply  and 
easily  constructed  and  plans  and  specifi- 
cations for  various  types  can  be  obtained 
the  Department  of  Agriculture,  Ot- 
tawa The  original  cost  is  not  high  and 
will  be  rapidly  repaid  by  the  Increased

GOSLINGS  have  quite  different  needs 
from  chickens,  they  are  a  race 
apart.  Not  only  are  they  waterfowl,  but 
they  are  definitely  graaera  and  must  have 

larce  q\iantltle,s  of  grass. 

Gi  'dus  is  e.s.sential  to  the  go-sllnga*  health, 
and  the  more  they  eat  the  less  meal  and 
grain  will  they  require,  to  the  very  great 
benefit  of  their  owner  s  pocket. 

Therefore,  in  order  that  feeding  shall  be 
cheap  tand  it  really  must  be  If  you  are 
going  to  make  any  profit  out  of  goslings  i. 
a  good  grass  run  must  be  provided. 

"Oood"  gra.s.s  is  that  which  contains 
proper  food  v  il  ic  It  must  be  In  actual 
growth,  a  luil  K'  tn  in  color,  soft  to  the 
touch,  succulent  and  Juicy.

Uncut  grass  for  hay  Is  uiisviltable.  It  is 
too  long  for  proper  walking.  It  Is  apt  to 
wet  and  chill  the  birds,  and  it  has  lost  Ita 
nutrltlou.'?  properties  as  well  a."<  bring  un- 
palatable.  Hay-cleared  meadows  are  also 
unsulUble  because  they  eoniUt.  at  least 
lor  tttttt  weeks,  of  hard,  dry  stems. 

Graxffd  Meadow  let*  : 

GRAZED  meadow  land  is  the  best,  and 
when  such  a  r»m  is  provided.  It  Is 
found  that  only  half  the  quantity  of  meals 
and  grains  are  necwsarV  as  would  be  if 
the  birds  had  nn  grass  at  all 

It  does  not  matter  what  form  of  larger 
livestock  has  grased  or  are  graalng  the 
grass  so  lon^;  a,s  it  is  growing  WeU  and  that 
the  .soli  i.s  not  foul 

The  goslings  should  be  encouraged  to 
eat  gtlM  by  giving  them  quite  a  .sill. (II 
morning  feed  of  grain,  and,  If  soaked, 
feeding  will  be  cheaper  still  because  grain 
Increases  In  bulk  by  50  per  cent  when 
.soak.d  for  twenty-four  hours  In  cold 
water.  Uosllngs  of  five -pounds  weight 
ahould  be  given  one  handful  of  ffftin  to 
each  two  blrd.s 

The  day  is  spent  ranging  and  grazing, 
and  then  when  the  blrd.s  return  at  night, 
they  .should  find  you  waiting  for  them 
with  as  jmich  wet  mash  as  they  are  able 
to  "tuck"  away. 

GosllnvTs  eat  huge  quantities  of  flint  grit 
and  shell,  and  these  substances  should  •be 
provided  In  fairly  deep  woodtn.or  g«f» 
'    vanlzed  metal  bo*es. 

Clean  drinking  water.  In  ve.ssels  deep 
enough  to  permit  complete^lmmersion  of 
the  hp«d.  l»  «noth*r  asaeutlal.  awL.it 
»hould  be  kept  shaded  and  cool. 


New  Source  of  Valued 
Vitamin  D  Is  Found 

POULTRYKEbPLKS    who    five  -their 
stock  cod-liver  oil  for  the  sake  of  iU 

vitamin  D  content  will  be  interested  to 
learn  that  a  Research  Professor  of  Animal 
Chemistry  at  Iowa  State  College  haa  de- 
veloped a  method  of  producing  this  Vita- 
min chemically  from  wool  grease. 

'Vitamin  D  appears  in  various  forms,  and 
each  one  react.s  with  a  different  decree  of 
efficiency  on  different  animals.  It  is 
claimed  that  the  vitamin  D  obtolned  from 
wool  Krca.se  is  more  efficient  for  chickens 
than  that  found  In  cod-llver  oil. 

This  vitamin  can.  of  course,  be  produced 
from  soya  bean  oil  and  corn  oil.  but  wool 
grease  la  the  cheapest  raw  material  for 
conunereial  production. 

Wool  urease  is  a  bv  product  of  textile 
mills.  There  Is  no  steady  market  for  It, 
so  it  is  low-priced.  And  about  eight 
pounds  of  grease  can  be  extracted  from 
fifty  pounds  of  sheep  wool.  , 

The  new  source  of  vitamin  D  is  claimed 
to  be  more  efficcMit  for  producing  bone  in 
chlclcens  than  cod-llver  oil.  Further  work 
Is  being  carried  out  to  determine  If  thia 
new  source  is  also  more  efficient  In  in- 
creasing the  hatchablllty  of  the  eggs  and 
in  increasing  egg  production.

RASPBERRY  mosaic  l.i  cau.scd  by  a 
virus  present  In  the  sap  of  diseased 
plants,  even  in  the  roots.  Thr  symptoms 
are  visible  only  on  the  leaves,  and  there- 
lore  only  during  the  growing  season.  The 
leaves  are  mottled  and  often  more  or  less 
dwarfed  and  crinkled  Thr  disea.sed 
plants  are  usually  stunted,  and  the  crop 
l.s  small  and  of  poor  quality.  The  dis- 
«  a.se  Is  sps  r.id       .n  kitu^  in.sect.s  laphid.s'. 

The  first  step  necessary  for  controlling 
raspberry  mosaic  Is  setting  out  a  new 
plantation  with  mosalc-free  plants  Cer- 
tified ra.spberry  nursery  stock,  which  has 
been  inspected  by  a  competent  Oovem- 
menl  inspector.  Is  the  best  stock  obtain- 
able, and  the  only  one  that  can  be  recom- 
mended for  planting. 

The  new  plantation  .should  b.>  s.  t  out  at 
least  300  feet  away  from  all  other  non- 
certlfled  raspberries.  Including  those 
across  the  neighbor  .s  line  and  wild  ra.sp- 
berrie.s  If  the  new  plantation  Is  set  out 
adjacent  to  raspberries  affected  by  mo- 
saic. It  Is  cerUlh  that  the  disease  wlU 
spread  into  the  new  plantation. 

Remove  Diseased  Plants 

THE  new  plantation  should  be  carefully 
and  periodically  inspected  during  the 
first  two- years,  and  any  plant  fourtd  to  be 
affected  with  mosaic  should  l>e  dug  up, 
root  and  all.  The  vacant  space  should  be 
kept  free  fronuauckera  during  the  rest  of 
the  aea.son  Roeued  jilants  must  not  be 
left  in  the  plantation,  otherwise  the 
aphlda  will  leave  the  wilting  plants  and

.iti  st  member  of  the  small  fnilt 
liy  IS  the  Boysenberry.  We  have 
.1  little  plantation  of  Boysenberrles 
at  the  Experimental  Station,  set  last  year. 
Although  under  observation,  we  know  little 
about  them,  except  what  la  said  by  growers 
to  the  South  who  have  fruited  the  berry 
for  one  or  more  years.  At  present  we  would 
say  the  prospects  are  favorable,  with  more 
definite  reporte  to  follow. 

The  Biiysenberry  v.  developed  from 
three  blackberries  ol  unknown  origin. 
Cuthbert  raspberry  and  loganberry.  If 
any  definite  Information  further  than  that 
here  given  Is  known.  It  is  not  available  to 
the  writer,  except  that  it  was  originated 
and  first  offered  for  .sale  by  Mr  Rudolph 
Boysen,  Superintendent  of  Paries  at  Ana- 
heim. California. 

Less  Acid  Than  Loganberry 

THE  Boy,enbeiry  has  a  distinctive 
flavor,  suggestive  of  raspberry  and 
perhaps  of  the  loganberry  and  blackberry; 
certainly  with  less  acid  tiwin  loganberry. 
-  The  seeds  are  small  and  few  In  nuntber. 
Eu;ht  pnuiuls  and  four  ounces  of  juice 
have  been  extracted  from  ten  pounds  of 
berries,  when  grown  under  irrigatloh. 
When  the  fruit  Is  ripe  It  Will  hang  OD  the 
vine  for  (ieveral  days. 

One  California  grower  says:  "The  surest 
way  to  know  the  comiiaratlve  size  of  dif- 
ferent varieties  of  berries  Is  to  take  an 
average  basket,  as  they  come  in  from  the 
Held,  count  the  berries  required  to  make 
a  pound.  This  was  done  .many  times  at 
our  place  last  Summer  by  county  agent, 
agricultural    writers.     interested  berry 
growers  and  ourselves.    The  average  re- 
sults were:   Boysenberrles.  55  to  65  per 
pound;  Youngberries,  90  to  lOO  per  pound, 
and  the  different  varieties  of  blackberries 
from  120  to  160  per  pound."  Prom  a  recent 
publication  by  the  United  States  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture  descrlblngj>he  Bo^se 
berry  we— find  f  [this  sUtement: 
favorable  conditions  fifty  of  the 
berries  fill  a  qifart  basket." 

Culture 

IN  a  word,  we  would  say  that  the  ctilturt 
of  the  Boysenberry  is  almost  precisely 
the  safhe  as  that  followed  by  the  loRan- 
berry  growers  of  Saanich  One  California 
grower  outlines  It  as  follows: 

•The  best  time  to  set  out  the  plants  Is 
.January.  February  and  March  In  Cali- 
fornia, and  as  early  In  the  Spring  as  the 
land  can  be  worked  in  the  polder  sections. 
Most  seasons.  February  l.s  the  Ideal  time 
In  California.  With  Irrigation  the  rows 
may  be  spaced  six  feet  apart  and '  the 

plants  set   SIX   feet  apart    in    the  rows.. 
Without  irrigation  we  believe ,  that  eight- 
^toot  spacing  each  way  will  be  beTter.  Do

Bprinc  wUl  pay.  They  shojii^rt-faiJt«Pt  weU

moi.Nl    They  should  be  kt  pt  especially  well 
irrigated  during  the  picking  season-rjSai£e_ 
a  week  Is  about  right  on  most  aoti». 

Vines  on  Trellis 
prefer  to  let  the  vines  grow  on 
Vr  the  ground  the  first  Summer,  and 
wc  put  them  up  on  the  trellis  just  as  the 
leaf  buds  start  opening  in  the  Spring.  The 
trellU  can  be  put  up  any  time  during  the 
Winter  at  your  convenience  As  the  canes 
grow  this  first  season  they  should  be 
pushed  back  in  line  with  the  ro^  so  that 
you  can  Irrigate  and  work  between  the 
rows.  II  It  Is  Inconvenient  to  let  the  vines 
grow  on  the  ground,  the  trellis  can  be 
built  early  in  the  Spring  and  the  vines 
can  be  wound  on  It  as  they  get  long 
enough.  The  vines  should  not  be  trelllaed 
In  bunches,  but  should  be  spread  out  over 
as  much  surface  a.s  possible  on  the  trellis. 

•In  the  Spring  of  the  second  growing 
season,  and  shortly  before  the  berries  start 
getting  ripe,  there  will  be  heavy  new  canes 
come  from  the  crown  of  the  plants.  To 
make  picking  easy,  these  should  be  cut 
out  Just  be  lore  the  berries  start  getting 
ripe.  When  the  crop  Is  all  picked,  the  old 
canes  that  have  borne  fruit  should  b'^  rut 
off  the  trellis  and  back  to  the  ground  and 
burned.  By  that  time  the  new  canes, 
which  are  your  fruit  'wood  for  thr  next 
season,  will  be  several  feet  long,  and  these 
new  canes  are  allowed  to  grow  on  the 
ground  until  the  following  Spring,  and  are 
then  put  up  on  the  trellis  at  the  end  of 
the  dormant  .seasyn  as  before. 

"Bach  season,  shortly  after  the  canes

"Dont  let  the  pullete  be  ehecked"  U  a 
sound  maxim,  but  before  we  can  take  pre- 
cautions to  prevent  the  trouble,  we  shall 
be  helped  4f  we  know  what  may  stop  the 
birds'  growth  Briefly,  there  are  four 
probable  causes  —  overcrowding,  wrong 
management,  mcorrect  feeding  and  un-- 
suitable  housing. 

Shniikl  you  have  failed  in  one  of  these 
re^ipecu.  the  signs  by  which  the  growers 
win  betray  the  fact  are  loose  wings  and 
plumage,  low  tall  carriage,  thin  breast- 
bone, stunted  growth  and  abnormal  appe- 
Ute. 

Overcrowding  is  very  common,  either 
because  more  birds  are  being  reared  than 
there  are  faclUUes  for.  or  because  of  care- 
le.s.sne.s.s  in  permitting  birds  to  outgrow 
their  accommodation^_Ov^ercrowdlag  must 
be  prevented  somehow  if  a  check  Is  to  be 
_  avoided

ure to  move  houses  regularly:  permitting

Wrong  Feeding 

WRONG  leeding  In  any  way  will  soon 
causa  young  .growing  stock  to  falter. 
A  mash  which  Is  too  bulky,  contains  bad 
samples  .of  any  Infredients.  Is  unevenly 
mixed  or  is  sun-dried,  Ui  most  unsatisfac- 
tory Such  fo<id  may  cajse  deraiuu'inent 
of  the  (ligesl)on.  at  the  be.st  It  is  of  very 
poor  feeding  value. 

The- feediiiK  of  ti>o  much  gram  will  re- 
Urd  growth,  while  the  provision  of  an  un- 
balanced mash-WllIJiuriy  on  one  quality — 
featherUif,  for  example,  at.the  expense  of 
others.  , 

Probably  the  least  suspected  cause  of 
trouble  is  a  fault  in  the  artual  iiicthnd  of 
giving  the  food.  Dry  mash  hoppers  may 
be  too  short,  so  that  thsre  Is  a  scramble  to 
obtain  mash,  or  too^4auaiow,^  so  tliat  the 
mash  Is  all  eaten  early  in  the  day  and  jweli 
before  flUlng-up  time.  A  water  supply 
which  is  varied  IS  equally  bad 

Loss  of  appetite  Is  a  certain  cause  of  a 
check  In  growth,  and. a  healthy  desire  for 
food  must  be  maintained  by  varied  and 
appetizing  rations. 

Under  the  heading  of  housing  should  be 
emphasized  the  need  for  ample  floor  space 
per  bird,  for  free  ventilation  and  deep 
shade.    Clean  Utter,  which  Is  occasionally  ^ 
varied  In  character,  is  helpful. 

Any  ailment  will  check  growth,  and  spo*  ... 
cial  attention  must  be  given  to  the  prcVSQ- 
^tlon  of  colds,  worms  and  coccldiosls.

Give  the  House  Plants  •    Thin  Out  the  Clumps  of

HOUSE  plants  require  watering  nearly 
every  d  iv  during  the  Summer  months 
to  keep  thrm  from  drying  out.  Even 
better  troalun  ni  of  house  planU  Is  to  give 
them  a  Summer  vacation  by  setting  them 
out  In  the  garden. 

You  do  not  need  to  remove  a  plant  from 
Its  container  Sink  pot  and  plant  into  the 
soil.  The  pot  should  be  .set  m  the  ground 
up  to  the  soil  level  within  it.  which  is  usu- 
ally to  the  bottom  of  the  pot's  rlln.  .Place 
a  layer  of  cinders  below  the  pot  to  prevent 
worms  or  Insects  gaining  entrance  through 
the  drainage  hole  In  the  bottom  of  the  pot. 

While  mo.st  hotise  plants  should  be 
planted  In  light  shade  when  .set  out  In  the 
garden,  stapellas  and  aloe  should  be  placed 
in  lull  sun.  If  this  is  done,  they  will  con- 
tinue to  bloom  throughout  the  Summer.

Times.  This  Is  particularly  true  of  creep- 
hig  and  spreading  types  such  as  Phlox 
subulata  and  most  of  the  sedums  As 
vigorous  young  plants  often  gUe  more 
satusfact^orj^resulte  than  ol^  clunps  that 
have  been  allowed  to  make  a  thicW  matted 
growth.  It  Is  a  good  practice  to  v|  irk  up  a 
.supply  of  new  plante  even  if  one  toes  not 
have  additional  b«fd  or  border  In'  rhlch  to 

set  th<'rn  out. 

By  far  the  simplest  method  of  propa- 
gating those  plante  which  lend  tjicmselves 
to  It  is  by  "layering  "  This  consLsts  merely 
In  selecting  runners  or  spreading  branches 
and  fastening  them  down  to  the  soil  so 
that  they  will  .stay  In  a  fixed  po.sltlon.  A 
section  of  the  stem,  a  few  inches  back 
from  the  growing  top,  is  then  covered  with

Improved  Blooni 

FEW  plants  have  such  natural  growth  as 
Michaelmas  daisies  It  is  always  a  sur- 
prise for  the  amateur  to  find  ho*  a  few 
shoots  develop,  by  the  end  of  Summer, 
Into  huge,  unwieldy  plants. 

When  the  plante  become  crowded  with 
ma.s.ses  of  side-shoots,  flowering  suffers 
both  In  quality  and  quantity.  Fur  the 
sake  of  the  nowers  it  is  necessary  to  keep 
the  foUage  within  reasonable  limits  All 
available  energy  can  be  directed  lif  per- 
fecting the  ulooms,  and  the  show  is  at 
lovely  as  can  he. 

Any  Individual  clump  which  has  from 
six  to  twelve  rising  shoote  now  will  defl-. 
nitcly  be  too  crowded  In  the  course  of  ft 
few  weeks. 

The  maximum  number  It  pays  to  allow 
to  grow  on  for  flowering  is  four  or  five. 
This  will  give  the  best  resulte  for  average 
purpo.ses. 

If.  however,  you  wish  to  have  extea- 

hpecial  blooms,  then  do  as  the  exhibitors 
of  Mlchaelman  dauiles  do— confuie  the 
plante  to  two  stems  at  the  most.  tvOn 
though  you  don't  Intend  to  exhibit,  it 
would  be  worth  doing  thu  with  a  clump 
or  two;  the  experiment  would  prove  a 
valuable  losstm  for  your  futurf  g uidanM. 

TkMininip  Hm  ClHiiiips 

N  thinning  out  a  clump,  first  examine 
all  .shoots  and,  starting  with  the  poor- 
est and  thinnest,  cut  away  until  you  have 
only  two,  three,  four  or  five  of  the  very 
best  shoots  left,  according  to  ^rour  re- 
quirements. 

Out  the  shoota-right  back  at  ground 
level,  and  keep  an  eye  on  them  to  see  they 
don't  grow  iip  again. 

Iven  with  ah  Initial  thinning  as  de- 
.srrlbed  abfjve,  later  on  it  may  be  necessary 
ip  thin  still  further  the  flowering  side- 
shoote.  especially  of  Urge  flowered  varie- 
ties. A'  Judicious  cutting  oat  of  all  the 
weaker  and  misplaced  slde-shooU  will  do 
all  possible  good. 

Finally,  stake  the  growths  you  have 
chosen  to  remain.  Avoid  bunching  them 
all  together  «round  a  slngl*  stake.  Give 
each  separate  support,  so  inserting  the 
Stakes  that  they  Incline  outwards  from 
the  centre  of  the  plant  and  enable  U^t 
— and-alr  to  get  all  round  the  growths.

N  Interesting  ftrtlcle  wfts  recently 

published  in  The  Children's  News- 
paper aboul  the  mother  of  Kinr 
Oeorge  the  First  of  Bng land.  Some  of  you 
will  like  to  read  it  In  the  holidays. 

Any  English  boy  or  girl  mlght^be  pleased 
to  hear  that  the  old  gardens  df  Herren- 
hausen  In  Hanover  have  been  made  bright 
again    En«?lish  kings  came  from  them. 

The  first  of  them,  George  the  First, 
played  by  the  gftrden  fountftlns  or  wftlked 
In  the  famous  lime  avenue,  and  sat  in  the 
open  ftir  theatre,  where  his  mother,  the 
Electress  Sophlft.  Invited  fftmous  fuesU  to 
see  the  performanoes  of  fftmous  plftytrs 
and  singers. 

A  great  old  lady  was  the  Blectress.  She 
cotild  t.ilk  philo.-^ophy  with  Leibniz,  who, 
besides  being  a  philosopher,  was  a  mathe- 
matician, who  had  a  quarrel  with  Xsaftc 
Newton  about  the  differential  calculus; 
and  she  delighted  in  the  music  of  Handel. 

But  for  her.  Handel  might  never  have 
come  to  Enpland.  and  come  to  be  claimed 
as  our  own ^nglish  composer,  the  musi- 
cian who  ga^  us.  amonf  many  other 
beautiful  strains,  the  Coronation  Anthem, 
sung  at  the  crowning  of  ft  Iftter  Oeorge  so 
recently,  ftnd  -Zftdok  the  Priest,"  with  the 
triumphant  close.  "Long  Live  the  King'" 
Thftt  wfts  years  after  the  Electress  had 
passed  on.  leaving  beMnd  her  memories  of 
her  wit  and  wisdom,  and  a  correspondence 
with  more  than  one  English  statesman, 

•  full  of  shrewdness  and  humor.   She  also 

•  left  behind  many  regrets  that  .she  could 
not  have  lived  to  become  Queen  Sophia  of 
England  In  succession  to  her  cousin,  three 
times  removed.  Queen  Anne 

Like  Queen  Anne,  she  was  a  Stuart  by 
descent,  daughter  of  the  beauUful  Uto- 
beth.  Queen  of  Bohemia,  who  was  the 
eldest  daughter  of  James  tbe-Flrst  of  Eng- 
land and  wertt  abroad  to  marry  the  Ger- 
man prince  rhosen  lo  be  elevated  to  the 
throne  of  Bohemia,  which  he  occupied 
only  for  one  Winter. 

Sophia,  het.youhfest  dau(?hter.  who  In- 
-  herlted  little  of  her  beauty  but  more  than 
her  wit,  remained  in  Hanover,  wife  of 
Ernest  Augustus.  Duke  of  Brunswick,  and 
afterwards  Elector  of  Hanover.  •  One  day. 
when  she  was  an  old  lady  and  Queen  Anne 
was  alive,  the  Earl  "f  M.it  rlesfleld  brought 
over  from  England  the  Act  of  Succe.sslon 
which  named  her  as  Queen  Anne's  heiress. 

Heir  for  Six  Weeks 

THE  honor  and  glory  came  too  late,  for 
not  long  after.  Sophia  died,  as  she 
would  have  wished,  in  her  beloved  gftr- 
dena,  passing  away  without  pain  and  while 
her  mind  kept  all  Its  alertness  Queen 
Anne  survlvtd  her  by  six  weeks.  Then  an- 


other messenger  came  from  England:  he 
was  Lord  Clarendon,  who  knelt  at  mid^ 

who  had  been  awakened  to  be  toldhft  WftS 

King  of  England. 
Oeorge  hftd  never  seen  Englftnd;  he 

could  not  speak  a  word  of  EnM:llsh  and 
|or  the  sort  of  man  he  was  we  should  read 
Thax:keray's  Essay  on  "The  Four  Georges." 
He  was  not  very  rejoiced  at  the  news,  and 
he  is  supposed  to  have  said  on  leaving 
Hewenhausen,.  "Good-bye.  dear  place 
where  I  have  spent  .so  many  peaceful 
hours.  But  though  I  leave  ygu,  1  shall 
come  back  again." 

He  kept  that  promise,  and  so  did  his 
sun  Oeorge  the  Second,  a  more  lovable 
prince  than  himself.  Herrenhauaen  has 
many  memories  of  them  both,  and  Eng- 
lish people  who  echo  the  wish  lately  ex- 
pressed by  Baron  van  Neurath  that  the 
Germans  and  the  English  ought  to  get  to 
know  one  another  better,  should  be  glad 
at  the  rebirth  of  this  old  link  between

ra  world  Sftld  good-bye  to  WUlUaa 
wilberforce  more  than  a  hundred 
years  ago,  but  the  work  that  he  began  has 
been  going  on  ever  since.  Let  us  try  to 
learn  a  little  about  the  man  who  believed 
*nd  taught  that  the  black  men  and  women 
of  the  African  race  were  human  belngg. 
who  ought  to  be  free. 

William  Wilberforce  was  bom  at  Hull, 
In  Yorkshire,  in  1759.  He  was  the  son  of 
a  rich  merchant,  and  then  and  afterwards 
had  all  the  pleasures  and  nice  things  that 
money  could  buy.    His  father's  life  was 

  Ql  U)«se^  and  when  William  was 

nine  years  old  he  died  The  little  boy  was 
sent  to  live  with  a  good  aunt,  who  taught 
him  lessons  that  he  never  forgot  How- 
ever, his  mother  thought  that  the  school 
he  went  to  was  not  suitable  for  the  child, 
and  brought  him  home  to  go  to  school 
with  a  lot  of  merry  boys.  He  was  .soon  a 
great  favorite,  for  he  could  sing  and  play 
games  well.  Yet  even  while  he  was  at 
.school  the  boy  thought  ,,r  Uie  black  people 
who  were  being  bought  and  sold  like 
cattle.  He -wrote  a  letter  to  the  papers 
which  did  not  plea.se  the  .shipowners  and 
merchants  who  were  getting  rich  by  the 
horrible  trade. 
Then  he  went  to  Cftmbrtdge  university 


and  WftS  ft  goodvtudent.  There  he  mftdft 

Mends  with  William  Pitt,  who  became  a 
great  atatesman  when  scarcely  more  than 
a  boy.  Wilberforce  had  a  great  fortune 
when  he  was  twenty -one.  He  entered  Par- 
j^d  worked  hard,  but  he  would 
not  take  office. 

Through  many  years  he  and  his  friend 
Clftrkson  told  Parliament  and  the  country 
that  this  slave  trade  wiM. .  kicked  and 
should  be  put  a  .slop  lo  At  la^l  a  law  was 
passed  furbiddiuK  British  ships  to  engage 
in  the  trade. 

Wilberforce  was  not  yet  satisfied. 
Though  the  slave  Xrade  was  abolished,  thera 
were  slave  owners  In- the  British  ccdonles. 
and  a  few  even  in  England  itself  The 
friend  of  the  slaves  was  Hi  and  growing 
old.  With  pen  and  tongue  he  had  wor^ 
many  years.  His  book  and  his  article.^ 
were  working,  for  Uie  Afrlcaiis  when  he 
could  not  speak  His  place~TMr  leader  of— 
the  movement  for  the  abolition  of  slavery 
was  taken  by  T.  Fuwell  Buxton.  But  whftt 
about  the  slftve  owners  whose  bustneai 
was  rv^ined''  Great  Britain  would  not  rob

The  Ale  Con- 
ners' Job  was  to  test  the  strength 
of  the  ale  and  th.e  a'  rui.u  v  of 
the  measures  used  in  the  taverns 
of  the  City  of  London. 

The  Ale  Conners  originally  had 
the  rlKht  to  enter  any  City  tav- 
ern at  any  time  and  they  'were 
obliged  to  do  so  at  least  four 
times  a  year.  Ale  had  to  be  flven 
to  them  free  and  they  colifrted  a 
fee,  over  and  above  their  salary, 
for  testing  and  measuring  If 
the  ale  were  under  strength,  the 
oTTeiiTlers  were  charged  'before 
the  innholders  Company  an  i 
ancient  guild  If  the  tankards 
gave  short  measure  they  were 
hailed  before  the  Pewters  Com- 
pany
